School could face fines 
as investigation deepens

Alexander Thompson and Arnold 
(ATA), CPA firm from Murray, Ky., was 
scheduled to present the Forensic Audit 
to the Fulton County School Board on 
Thursday, March 20, following the 
indictment of former Finance Officer 
Julie Vowell. 

Kentucky State Police (KSP), 
handling the investigation since last 
October, asked ATA to postpone the 
presentation of the audit to the school 
board because the investigation 
continues. “KSP has talked with ATA, 
stating it was an ongoing investigation 
and asked them not to present their 
findings until the investigation 
closes,” stated Fulton County Schools 
Superintendent Aaron Collins last 
Thursday. 

“The mismanagement of funds is just 
one part of the scenario,” added Supt. 
Collins. “The other part is dealing with 
some past paperwork.” 

Collins informed the board that 
classified staff has been notified that 
2008 and 2011 W-2s were not submitted 
to Social Security. 

“When we went through some old 
paperwork, we found a letter sent in 
2010 that 2008 W-2’s had not been sent 
to Social Security and that there could 
be fines,” continued Supt. Collins. “We 
have a plan, and we are clearing up 
2012 and processing the 2011 numbers, 
handling them electronically. 

“The 2008 W-2s have to be retyped 
and submitted,” Supt. Collins said. “We 


have to run the numbers and make sure 
they are correct and then retype them.” 

There will be late penalties 
associated with the mishandling of this 
very significant paperwork. The letter 
received in 2010 stated that fines could 
be up to $300,000, Supt. Collins told 
the board. 

“Our lawyer is aware of it (the 
mishandling of earnings paperwork),” 
Supt. Collins said. “The school board 
didn’t report the W-2s to Social Security, 
but the school did pay (monies owed to 
Social Security).” 

Gail Binder (consultant from KDE), 
who has been assisting the board office 
as they comb through paperwork for 
the last four years, continues to work 
with the district’s administrative staff. 

Penalties are being assessed because 
the district didn’t file the W-2s with 
Social Security. “Another impact 
is Social Security benefits have not 
been credited for those two years,” 
stated Binder. “This is important for 
those classified staff who are close to 
retirement.” 

“We have been deep in thought with 
finances,” Supt. Collins said. “We want 
to meet all expectations.” 

Supt. Collins also mentioned the 
importance for the board to exam their 
future decision when deciding whether 
or not to take the 4% compensating 
tax increase. “That amounts to about 
$25,000,” said Supt. Collins, “which 
doesn’t even cover an employee’s 
salary and benefits.” 


Spring break remains intact

Missing a total of 16 days because of 
inclement weather, the Fulton County 
School District has made up several 
of those days. On Thursday, March 
20, the school board discussed in great 
detail options explained to them by 
Superintendent Aaron Collins. 

The result included leaving spring 
break as is (March 31 to April 4) and 
still looking at the last day of school 
being Friday, May 23. “As you know 
the Commissioner states that you can, at 
any time, appeal to him for a decision,” 
stated Supt. Collins. “With the calendar 
as is (after amending and approval 
from the board) we have 165 student 
days at 1,086 hours.” This translates to 
24 hours over what the state mandates. 

The board has submitted a request 
to Commissioner Terry Holliday 
noting that the district will be over the 
number of instructional hours stated by 
the board with the calendar currently 
amended as is, having school end on 
Friday, May 23. 

The worst case scenario would be if 
the Commissioner doesn’t say yes. The 


original calendar did include June 6 as 
the last day of school when factoring 
in missed days for inclement weather, 
without inclement weather the last day 
for students was originally scheduled 
for Friday, May 16. 

“Bottom line is to see what works 
best for Fulton County,” stated Supt. 
Collins. “We meet the quota for 
hours.” 

Supt. Collins further stated that he 
would call the Commissioner’s office 
to find out if their request was being 
granted. (If the Commissioner’s office 
had received the request and a timeline 
for an answer.) 

School board members Chairman 
Rob Garrigan, Barry Patrick, Perry 
Turner and Dale Vowell, were still a bit 
hesitant with making a final decision. 
However, Patrick did move making 
the motion to accept Supt. Collins 
recommendation and with Garrigan’s 
second, the motion passed. 

The last day of school will be Friday, 
May 23. Graduation day has yet to be 
determined, with plans to hold a special 
called meeting to set the date.

During the years that Elvis 
“Fergy” Ferguson spent as a 
U.S. Army Air Corps 1054th 
Military Police Company during 
World War II there were many 
memorable moments he’ll never 
forget. 

Ferguson, who grew up in 
Hickman and now lives in 
Fulton, turned 93 years young 
Feb. 19. He’s forgotten a lot, but 
he says he’ll never forget the day 
when a photo of the hanging of 
Italian dictator Benito Mussolini 
arrived at the 12th Air Force 
Military Police office where he 
was stationed. 

The photo would be of some 
historical significance now and 
was quite important then. 

Ferguson remembers picking 
up the photo and sticking it in 
his pocket; later bringing it 
home with him. 

However he’s a little 
frustrated that the photo hasn’t 
been found. 

“I don’t know where it is,” he 
says. “I’ve lost it.” 

However that’s not the most 
shocking thing he remembers 
of his days fighting the Nazis 
and Italian fascists in Northern 
Africa and Italy. 

The most shocking would be 
a message that was sent to a U.S. 
Navy ship he was riding from 
Norfolk, Va. to Cairo, Egypt 
while on his way to his first duty 
station. The note informed the 
captain that the ship had been 
sunk by a German submarine the 
previous day. The news brought 
great consternation to the crew 
at the time as they continued to 
sail toward Cairo. 

Ferguson was on guard at a 
teletype machine aboard the 
ship. 

“We didn’t laugh about it too 
much. It’s funny now, but it 
wasn’t funny then,” Ferguson 
says. “It said we’d been sunk. 
We didn’t know what to think. 
I was on that ship for so long I 
thought they had put me in the 
Navy.” 

Among other memories, 
Ferguson also remembers doing 
some other exciting deeds while 
in Cairo. 

“I got to ride a camel and 
climbed about half-way up, 
well, that biggest pyramid there 
in Egypt,” he said. 

Growing up around Hickman, 
Ky., Ferguson joined the U.S. 
Army Air Corps Ninth Air Force 
in 1942 and spent a little over 
three years as a military police 
officer for the Ninth and then 
the Twelfth Air Force. 

“I didn’t ask for it. That’s 
where they put me,” he said. 
“They called me ‘Fergy.’” 

The Ninth Air Force, 
Ferguson’s first duty station, 
was originally constituted as 
V Air Support Command on 
August 21, 1941 and activated 
on September 1, 1941. The 
Ninth, and Ferguson along with 
it, participated in fighting the 
Axis powers in Egypt and Libya, 
the campaign in Tunisia and the 
invasions of Sicily and Italy. The 
unit transferred to England in 
October 1943 and participated 
in the Normandy invasion and 
European campaigns until 
Victory in Europe (VE) Day. 

Ferguson, who is now an 
ordained deacon at Fulton’s 
First Baptist Church, was later 
transferred to the 12th Air 
Force where he completed his 
enlistment. 

Not amazingly, at age 93, 
Ferguson may be the “last 
man standing” of the 100-man 
1054th Military Police unit. 
Four years ago, he met with 
another member of the unit, 
Frank William Hunnicutt, that 
like him was only 21-years-old 
at the time, and both believed 


they were the last members of 
the unit still alive. 

Hunnicutt, of Asheville, NC, 
has since died, possibly leaving 
only Ferguson as the last man in 
the unit still living. 

Ferguson remembers that 
he and his friend were the 
youngest. 

“We had some men in there 
that were 50 years old,” he said. 
“I think we were the last two.” 

He didn’t volunteer for the 
unit, but Ferguson said his 
physical prowess may be why 
the military gave him a job as 
an MP. 

He said he was tough, but fair, 
and always did everything he 
could to help a fellow soldier. 

But if you didn’t comply with 
the law - look out. 

“If two men was coming 
after me I just needed about two 
seconds and they was on the floor 
behind me,” Ferguson said. “If a 
third one was coming after me, 
as long as he didn’t have a gun, 
if he got close enough I might 
take it away from him and beat 


him on the head with it. I was 
very quick and fast. I didn’t care 
how big he was now. I’d lay him 
down in a second.” 

He was also a marksman. 

“Nobody could out-shoot me. 
I was pretty good,” he said. “My 
daddy taught me how to shoot 
a rifle.” 

While in Cairo and Fogga, 
Italy, his duties included 
guarding the streets and 
policing military personnel 
with 100 men, four Jeeps and 
four motorcycles. The group 
left Cairo when German Field 
Marshal Rommel was pushed 
out of North Africa. 

“We were in Fogga (Italy) 
about a year,” Ferguson said. 
“We pushed the Germans into 
north Italy and then they moved 
us to Florence, Italy. We was 
there until the war ended.” 

Ferguson was discharged 
around Nov. 1, 1945. 

“We got on a ship at Naples 
and went to Boston,” he said. “I 
came back home to Hickman.”

Dear Dave, 

I’m considering a career 
change and becoming a financial 
advisor. It would mean a 45 
percent cut in salary for three to 
four years, and I’d have to take 
on debt in order to survive the 
cut. Is this a smart move?

Dear Travis, 

No, it’s not. You didn’t give 
me a lot of details about what 
kind of “financial advisor” 
you’re thinking about becoming, 
but there are all kinds of people 
who put themselves in the 
category of financial advisor. A 
little voice in my head tells me 
you’re actually talking about life 
insurance sales. If that’s the case, 
then there are some things you 
need to understand. One, you 
wouldn’t be a financial advisor; 
you’d be an insurance salesman. 
And two, there’s about an 80 
percent fallout in that world. 
Eighty percent of the people who 
start as insurance salesmen don’t 
make it in that line of work. 

Now, you could be making 
$200,000 right now. And if that 
were the case, you’d still be 
making good money while this 
new career takes root. Still, I’m 
not going to send you into debt 
for a career change. There’s got 
to be a way around that, whether 
it’s delivering pizzas at night or 
beginning your career change on 
a part-time basis before making 
the jump. 

Travis, I want you to live your 
dream. I also have no qualms 
about you going into the financial 
world if it’s what you really want 
to do with your life. But I’m not 
going to tell you it’s okay to 
go tens of thousands—maybe 
even hundreds of thousands — 
of dollars into debt to make it 
happen. Going deeply into debt 
to become a financial advisor 
sounds pretty oxymoronic to me. 
Doesn’t it to you? 

Don’t do something really 
dumb with money in the name 
of advising other people on their 
finances. That just seems wrong.

Alzheimer’s and its effect on the senior population 


Alzheimer’s disease is an 
illness of the brain; it destroys 
brain cells and causes memory 
loss and behavioral problems. 
The severity of the disease 
progresses over time and 
it advances through seven 
medically documented stages. 
Understanding the stages can 
provide enough evidence about 
what to expect, to prepare the 
caregiver and patient that has 
this disease. 

Stage 1 - The patient is 
unimpaired, functions normally 
and has no signs of memory 
loss at this point or stage of the 
disease. 

Stage 2 - While still early 
on in the disease patients may 
start being forgetful or misplace 
everyday objects like keys or 
wallet. This is not noticeable 
and can be dismissed as part of 
the aging process. 

Stage 3 - In this stage people 
closest to the patient may 
begin to notice changes such 
as the patient being even more 
forgetful. He or she is losing 
or misplacing valuable things 
such as jewelry or money or 
forgetting names of family and 
friends. There are concentration 
tests that can be performed 
by your doctor to diagnose 
Alzheimer’s. 

Stage 4 - At this stage 
your primary care provider is 
better able to detect clean-cut 
signs and symptoms such as: 
forgetfulness of recent events; 
an unimpaired ability to do 
more challenging things such as 
mental authentic like counting 
backwards from 100 by 6’s; and 
Greater problems completing 
tasks like paying bills. 

Stage 5 - In this stage there 
are more noticeable gaps in 
thinking and memory. The 
patient begins to need help with 
activities of daily living. They 
may be unable to recall their 
own address, phone number, 
relatives or even the name of the 
high school they attended. 

Stage 6 - Memory loss gets 
worse - personality changes may 
begin and patients would need 
more help with activities of daily 
living. In this stage - the patient 
may lose his or her awareness 
of recent experiences as well as 


their own surroundings. They 
may recall their name but not 
recall personal history; have 
trouble with remembering the 
names of spouses or caregivers 
or need help with personal 
hygiene and dressing. 

Stage 7 - In this final stage 
of the disease, patients lose 
the ability to respond to their 
environment, to carry on a 
conversation and, eventually to 
continue movement. Patients 
will need help with much if 
not all of their daily personal 
care, including eating and using 
the toilet. Reflexes become 
abnormal muscles, grow rigid 
and swallowing also becomes 
impaired.

With the Democratic Primary 
Election less than eight weeks 
away, campaign signs are show¬ 
ing up along roadways and on 
private property. On Monday, 
March 24 Fulton County Sheriff 
Bobby Hopper received a report 
of a campaign sign being dam¬ 
aged. 

“It looks like the individual 
used a box cutter to cut up a 
sign located on Hwy 94,” stated 
Sheriff Hopper. “If we catch 
someone doing it, they are go¬ 
ing to jail.” 

Damaging private property 
could be considered Criminal 
Mischief and is punishable by 


law. 

A person is guilty of Crimi¬ 
nal Mischief in the third degree 
when he intentionally or wan¬ 
tonly defaces, destroys or dam¬ 
ages any property; or tampers 
with property so knowingly to 
endanger the person or property 
of another. 

Criminal Mischief in the 
third degree is a Class B misde¬ 
meanor and according to Sheriff 
Hopper, a person could face up 
to a year in jail. 

Kentucky law prohibits the 
placement of political or other 
advertising signs on state rights 
of way, including signs attached 
to utility poles or fences within 
the area.

Fulton County Elementary/ 
Middle School students learned 
a lot about trains and train safety 
on March 19, when Canadian 
National Railroad visited the 
school. 

The CN representative, Mark 
A. Schmale, along with J. D. 
Cruce of South Fulton and other 
assistants, brought “Little Obie,” 
a miniature CN train. “The train 
looked just like a toy train, but 
a lot bigger,” said one student. 
The train had an engine and 
a caboose, and a large middle 
section that was big enough to 
seat an entire grade at one time. 
Even better, the train played 
music and blew bubbles instead 
of smoke, which delighted all, 
especially the younger students. 
Each grade was given a ride 
around the school parking lot. 


“I went around six times,” said 
one student. “It was exciting. 
The music and bubbles made it 
seem like a moving party.” 

But with all the fun, Little 
Obie came with a serious 
message: “Trains are for tracks, 
not for kids” Mr. Schmale gave 
an important safety presentation, 
which included photographs, 
a video, and a lecture. He told 
students to look, listen, and live. 
Students learned that railroad 
tracks can be very dangerous 
and that the tracks and trestles 
also belonged to the railroad. 
Students were surprised to 
find that walking or playing on 
railroad tracks is considered 
trespassing. Mr. Schmale also 
made a real impression when 
he told the story of a teenage 
girl who had headphones on 
and didn’t hear an approaching 
train. The train engineer honked 
twice, but the teenager didn’t 
hear and consequently she died. 
Did you know that it takes 18 
football fields to stop a moving 
train? That is almost one mile! 


Canadian National Railroad 
built Little Obie in order to 
teach children and adults about 
railroad safety. Little Obie 
was named after Mr. Donald 
R. “Obie” Bryant, a former 
supervisor and first Safety 
Director of IC’s Johnston Yard 
in Memphis, Term. Mr. Bryant 
retired in 1996 after 44 years of 
service to the railroad and was 
always recognized for his love 
of the railroad, children, and his 
fellow employees. Little Obie 
was created by Mr. Paul Rose of 
Memphis, a railroad machinist 
who had a lot of experience 
repairing locomotives that had 
been damaged in collisions with 
cars or trucks. Most of these 
collisions occurred at railroad 
crossings. 

Little Obie visits schools, 
churches and special community 
events in order to promote his 
important safety message. FCE/ 
MS students had a great time 
while learning an important 
lesson about railroad safety that 
could save their fives.
